An interesting ftict not generally known 


',s that Long Island produces better work- 
Ing timber thaw iiuy* other part of the 
country. Its oak, walultt and butternut 
for furniture and indoor fittings outrank 
that of all other localities In beauty of 
grain and durability. Its poplar and white- 
wood arc harder and heavier than the same 
wood produced in the western states. 


Another wood worthy of note is the 


ivhito oiik. _ Like all the native woods, its 
jrain is exceptionally handsome, taking 
nil sorts of curls and waves, and its irreg- 
ular linos strongly defined, producing a 
ilno effect when polished. 
| 


Trues that have attained a great age are 


notubly rich in marking, as was found in 
the Bryant oak, un immense tree on tho 
poet's estate at Roslyn, which a few,, years 
ago wiis undermined by springs at its root. 


The tree was stored away to season and 


preserved for the family's use, to be made 
into furniture. 
On learning that it had 


been u landmark for over n century and a 
favorite with many old residents, Miss 
Julia Bryant presented one of the long 
arms to an old friend and neighbor, who 
hue! the wood converted into small articles 
for library use, such as paper knives, pen- 
holders and inkstands. These were sold at 
fairs for the benefit of the Homo For 
Friendless Children, a county institution 
th.it Sir. Bryant hud been greatly inter- 
osted in. 


A wood not as well known or appreci- 


ated by shipwrights as it should bo is the 
Long Inland chestnut. It has proved moro 
dur.'iblo than white oak. The old sloop 
Idlcwild, built over 80 years ago and al- 
ways in commission, is timbered entirely 
with chestnut, and not an inch of this 
wood has needed attention. 


Long Island is also noted for its yellow 


locust and black walnut, and thcro is nono 
finer in &ny part of the country than those 
louud on the north shore. An amateur 
geologist accounts for this by the fact that 
large amounts of silica are in the clay un- 
derlying the surface soil, and that doubt- 
less this quality in their earth food gives 
Long Island timber its superiority in 
beunty and durability and explains the 
h.-irdness so weiring to workmen's tools.— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

ICow Nature Builds Rockeries. 


The fact is, tho rockery, to bo a success, 


must bo an evolution instead of a creation. 
Attempt to construct one after any sot 
plan and you are sure to fail with it. Tho 
most satisfactory ono I ever saw was one 
that made itself, KO to apeak. Tho stones 
of •which it was composed vcero hauled in 
winter and dumped down carelessly in a 
great heap. In spring the owner looked 
them ovor and camo to the conclusion that 
it would bo impossible for him to arrange 
them in a more picturesque manner, and 
he had tho good sense not to attempt it. 
He worked earth in between them and 
planted wild vines and ferns there, and 
his rockery wns a success. If possible, a 
rockery should be located in a secluded 
portion of the grounds. 


Rockeries as nature makes them are 


generally in secluded nooku, where all 
kinds of V7ild things feel at home, and we 
should try to carry out as completely as 
possible the idea of the wildncss which 
prevails in nature's haunts—to domesti- 
cate wildness, so to speak. This cannot be 
done satisfactorily where the grounds aro 
close to the street. If tho grounds are too 
small to allow you to give tho rockery a 
place at somo distance from tho house, and 
you feel that you must have one, plant 
trees or shrubs so as to give it an air of 
partial seclusion nt' least.—Eben E. Bex- 
ford.in Ladies' Home Journal.

Interacting; Specimens of Timepieces Which 


Have Been Made. 


Tho origin of the clock is unknown, but 


such timepieces were known in Italy as 
early as the tenth century. Some think 
.hoy -wore first invented by tho' Saracens. 
From that tlrno many elaborate and whim- 
sical designs -were constructed, and those 
•which -vvcro skillfully and wonderfully 
nindo brought fabulous prices. An old 
Italian soldier, who served prior to 1089, 
constructed ono of the most curious oi 
these. By its mechanism the figure of a 
tortoise was made to drop into a plato of 
water having tho hours marked on its 
rim. Tho figure would float around and 
stop nt tho proper hour, telling tho time 
liko "a learned pig." A lizard also was 
inado in the sumo timekeeper to ascend a 
pillar on which tho hours were marked and 
point out the timo as it advanced. A 
mouse did tho same thing by creeping 
along an hour marked cornico. *"bo figure 
of a golden cook that Dapped ..ts wings 
twice with the approach of the nours and 
crowed twice was also a popular favorite 
for ancient; timekeepers. 


Of tho various specimens that might bo 


given of early designs of the olockmakers' 
art not tho least interesting are tho several 
tj pee of lamp clocks. One of theso wns of 
n kind quito common in the seventeenth 
century and consisted of a lamp burner 
placed ut tho baso of u glass oil receptacle 
mounted vertically upon a. suitable stand- 
aril. Tho oil reservoir had attached to it 
iv scale, facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning afc 4 o'clock in tho aftor- 
noon, at which time the lamp waa to be 
lighted in winter, and ending ut 7 o'clock 
in tho morning. The lamp being lighted, 
tho gradually descending level of oil, ns 
combustion proceeded, marked tho hours. 
Another device—of lator origin, dating 
back to tho beginning of tho present cen- 
tury—utilized tho sixmo principle. It con- 
sisted of two communicatingo.lchambers, 
suporposod by a clock dial. It. ono of the 
chambers was placed a night lamp to illu- 
mimito this dial, and in tho other was sus- 
pended a iloat from a cord which passed 
around a small pulley. Tho latter was 
mounted on a horizontal ails onding in the 
center of tho dial. Tho float, of course, 
descended us tho oil was consumed, and 
carried tho iudox hand along with it, thus 
marking tho hours precisely as in tho onso 
already cited. At their best, those time- 
pieces could hnvu had only an in«_ "xiront 
dcgreo of accuracy, yot they probably 
served thoir purpose well, and certainly uro 
interesting ut tho present timo ns illustrat- 
ing somo of tho expedients adopted by 
mechanicians of nil earlier period.

"After the heavy winter rains a pair 


will commence making their oett Tbe 
cook first sets to work by rating his breast- 
bone on the ground and kicking out tbe 
sand behind. When one side is sufficiently 
deep, be turns round and operates iu like 
manner until a round hole about 3 feet in 
diameter and about a foot deep is the re- 
sult. The hen then commences to lay, 
producing an egg every other day until 13 
or 15 are in tbe next. In order to protect 
the embryo from the hot rays of tbe sun, 
it will be noticed that a little sand is 
placed on tbe top of each egg by the hen. 
This has possibly given rise to the supposi- 
tion that au ostrich buries its eggs in the 
sand and leaves them for the sun to hatch, 
which is entirely untrue. 


As soon as the full number of eggs are 


laid the couple share the work of batch- 
ing. The cock starts a bout 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and remains on the eggs until 
about 9 o'clock the following morning. 
Then the hen takes his place. He nevet 
fails, however, to relieve his mate for about 
an hour in the middle of tbe day while 
she goes in search of some food and water. 
A good pair will follow this regime with 
the greatest regularity for 39 or 40 days, 
•when tbe chicks may be heard in the shell. 


In most cases the* chicks can break the 


shell themselves, but very often the hen 
can be seen pressing on tho egg with hex 
breastbone, and so helping -the youngster 
into tbe world ; sometimes she can be no- 
ticed taking hold of the little head and 
quite roughly shaking tbe shell off him. 
When the chicks aro taken from tbe old 
birds, they are allowed to run on a field ol 
alfalfa (lucern) and kept warm at night 
in well covered boxes; on tbe third day 
they will pick up little pieces of gravel, 
email stones and broken bones and on the 
fourth or fifth day will commence picking 
the greon alfalfa, which seems an ideal 
food for them, as the mortality is very 
email and their rapidity of growth re- 
markable — in fact, up to 6 months old they 
grow at tho rate of one foot a month."

No little dramatic interest is latent in 


those huge boxes of heavy masonry, of the 
dimensions of a largo room, with tbeic 
thousands of interior safes, each with its 
own looks of various complexity and 
strength. In a single vault on Broadway 
thoro aro 15,000 compartments, from a 
size just sufficient to contain a dozen rail- 
road bonds to tho hugo caverns of masonry 
that hold tons upon tons of silver and gold. 


Tho main doors which furnish entrance 


to tho great box aro the points on which 
tho utmost mechanical skill is lavished. 
No burglar would over think of trying to 
effect an outran co through the walls. If 
lie disposed of tho watchman who tramps 
around tho outside In a little alley between 
the on tor walls of tho building and the 
vault, it would require days to drill suffi- 
cient holes to tako a solid piece out of the 
wall. But if a burglar can only overcome 
tbo lock of ono of the main doors there ia 
the entrance ready made. 


Theso doors aro marvelous. One of them 


weighs 15 tons. They are constructed by 
welding together layers of different hard 
metals, sometimes seven distinct kinds, so 
that if an ingenious burglar finds a way 
of piercing the first an entirely different 
problem confronts him at the second, and 
so on. At any moment his drill is likely 
to make connections with an eleotrio 
alarm, which not only raises the guard's of 
that vault, but tells the watchmen of half 
a dozen others, some a mile away, that 
trouble is at hand. But even if the look 
were overcome tho monster doors would 
not opon, bccauso a largo section of the 
stono floor bus to bo sunk down by an elec- 
trical dovice before tho bottom of tho doors 
aro abovo tho masonry. Just above each 
main door appears an ominous looking 
pipo. It can, in tho event of burglarious 
efforts, belch forth boiling water and steam 
on the assailants below.—C. D. Lanier to 
Soribner's.
